Boy d’s principal ex perience has 
been in .netal mining. He now is 
dean of the faculty of the Colo­ 
rado School of Mines. 
He was nam ed to succeed Dr.

Mansfield (D-M ont) as th e ' 
house foreign affairs committee 
q uestioned Acheson on President 
Trum an’s broad program to send 
money m aterial and m ilitarv mis­ 
sions to the two M editerranean 
countries, 
Acheson hestitated for a moment 
and then solemnly declared: 
“I was going to say —no pos­ 
sibility 
that it 
would 
lead 
to 
war.” 
He paused again and then 
added: 
Would Lessen Friction. 
“I don’t think It could lead to 
war. By strengthening the forces 
of democracy and freedom, y ou 
do a great deal to elim inate the 
friction between great powers.” 
On the other hand, he said, col­ 
lapse 
of 
Greece 
and 
Turkey 
“might set off a chain reaction” 
among other countries—both to 
the east and to the west—“strug­ 
gling under sim ilar pressure.” 
He was asked bluntly by Rep. 
Smith (R-W is) w hether congress 
should assume the United States 
will pursue the same policy in 
other countries, 
“1 don’t think it is ever correct 
to assume any thing,” Acheson re ­ 
plied. “There are other areas in 
which we may not be able to give 
help. 
There 
are

Some of the larger grain operators, the United 
Press reported, were jubilant and interpreted the 
recent rapid advances of the grain m arket as a 
special blessing from Heaven. Some of the smaller 
elevator men, and a sizeable sprinkling of the wheat 
growers, big and small, were not so sure. 
Perhaps the explanation of this conflicting 
sentiment gets down to the "haves” and the "have- 
uots.” 
The growers insist they have sold their 
wheat. It no longer is in their hands and the $3-a- 
bushel price goes to enrich the terminal operator-s 
who now hold the grain. 
The actual holdings of 
wheat out on the farm is anybody’s guess. 
But if 
the farmer does not have it, and the giant elevator 
interests in the United States are holding it, the 
farm er better speak out because wijh advancing 
prices for flour and bread in the larger cities some 
of the observations in recent days are not wholly 
complimentary. 
Actually on January 1, 1947. just 
short of two-thirds of Nebraska’s 91 million bushel 
wheat crop had left the hands of the growers. On 
that date an approximate 35 million bushels re­ 
mained on the farms.

While the bill provides 
only for a study , opponents of 
the measure contend it is the first 
step toward a forced rherger. 
A delegation of more than 500 
from Elkhorn, Waterloo, Valley , 
Millard and other localities as well 
as farm groups appeared against 
the bill Senator Kosman was in 
charge of their presentation and 
ex plained that the residents out­ 
side of the metropolitan area are 
separate entities and have noth­ 
ing in common with the city . 
He pointed out that the interests 
of this section of the county was 
entirely agricultural and that they 
maintained 
their

schools, 
churches and public utilities. He 
assorted that the history of such 
mergers in other states had alway s 
been where the interests were the 
same. 
Speaking for the bill were the 
introducers, Senators Tvrdik, Vo­ 
gel and Foster.

ATLANTA. Ga. — (AP) — Gov. 
Melvin E, Thompson declared to­ 
day that Herman Talmadge and 
his political associates no longer 
had the right to speak for the 
democratic party , and branded 
the Talmadge-sponsored “white 
supremacy ” legislation as an in­ 
vitation to fraud and stolen elec­ 
tions. 
In a speech prepared for a 
joint session of the Georgia legis­ 
lature, just 24 hours after the 
State Supreme oourt had rejected 
Talmadge’s claim to the governor­ 
ship, Thompson said: 
“Those who sought to seize the 
state of Georgia for their selfish 
ends, and who undertook to pros­ 
titute the democratic platform to 
ex tend their own reign, now have 
no right to speak for the demo­ 
cratic party . 
Demands Free Elections. 
“Their 
program 
is 
not 
the 
people’s program. 
It is not the 
democratic program, it is not my 
program. 
No selfish group can 
ex ploit Georgia, and no selfish 
group will ever control Georgia 
so long as elections are free. 
Thompson, who must pass on 
151 bills apparently signed ille­ 
gally by Talmadge, indicated he 
might veto Talmadge’s No. 
1 
measure, the so-called “white pri­ 
mary ” bill. 
He declared, however, he fa­ 
vored restoration of the demo­ 
cratic white primary , and asked 
enactment of legislation which 
would set rigid education req uire­ 
ments for voting and provide sep­ 
arate voting booths for white per­ 
sons and Negroes. 
Thompson turned stinging re- 
buge on Talmadge for his attempt 
to bar Negroes from the polls by 
removing primaries from state 
control and making them subject 
only to party rules which could 
ex clude any voter, white or Ne­ 
gro, if not acceptable to the party . 
Favors “White Primary .” 
Thompson continued: “I am for 
a white primary , but I am not for 
any measure or legislation that 
would strike out every primary 
election law from the statutes of 
our state and allow fraud and 
stolen elections to run rampant in 
Georgia.”

Endorsing bills introduced this 
week by Thompson leaders in the 
senate, Thompson asserted: 
“If 
y ou earnestly want a white pri­ 
mary law, and just that, it is my 
hope that y ou will speedily pass 
these bills before the end of this 
session.” 
Thompson urged the legislature 
to carry out Talmadge’s program 
of ex panded state services, in­ 
cluding continuation of a 50 per 
cent increase in teacher salaries. 
He warned, however, that addi­ 
tional revenue was needed, and 
by implication supported the only 
pending revenue measure—a 
per cent retail sales tax .
